MANY AMERICAN SETTLERS 
ARRIVING IN CANADA 


OTTAWA, Ont.-United States set | 
tlers continue to cross the border in | 
large numbers despite the lateness of | 
the season. November figures issued | 
by the Department of Immigration 
and Colonization show that the Goy- 
ernment Agency at Fargo, N.D., for- 
warded 123 settlers and seven cars of 
effects, compared with 105‘ settlers 
and four cars in the same month last 
year.
